They arrived in August,too 
late to do any work on their farms. 
Now, an idle man is always a_ bad 
man. Still, we had nothing for them 
todo. ‘How can Iemploy them?’ I 
asked myself. Then I thought of this 
wall, ‘T’o make it seem necessary we 
had to pretend that we were threat- 
ened by the Indians around us. This 
was easily done, for several Indians 
had been hovering around the town. 
In a few days we worked up the en- 
thusiasm for protection, and put these 
hundreds of idle mien to work. The 
wages were small, but they all worked 
steadily during the Fall and Winter.” 

‘‘And no Indians ever troubled the 
town?” 

‘‘No, and I never thought they 
would. But four hundred idle men 
would have troubled it. We were in 
more danger from idle men then from 
Indians. And this has always been 
my idea; whenever I found an idle 
Mormon I have set him to work, kept 
him busy with his hands and brain, 
and then he is always sure to be a 
good citizen.” 

This I found has always been the 
Prophet's theory. If a poor emigrant 
came to Salt Lake without money, 
Brigham placed him on a farm and 
gave him impliments and seeds. He 
made him self-sustaining. Everything 
in Salt Lake was built right there. A 
Mormon built'the big organ in the tab- 
ernacle. Mormons built and officer 
their railroads, and Mormons are 
building their great temple. Before 


he died the Prophet had Mormon fur- 


niture factories, a Mormon mint where 
they once coined their own money, 
and six cotton and woolen factories. 
In fact, Brigham Young taught his 
people to make everything they ate, 
drank or wore, except coffee, tea, 
sugar, pepper, and spice.

Dickens and Thackeray.

as a novel with inadequate orephemeral 
purpose, for no sane man’s work is 
_ purposeless. But it should not be 
overlooked that under every such 
accident lay an essential principle, 
and this, not the accident through 
which it was illustrated, might give a 
central thought, as in one of Shakes- 
are’s plays, lasting as nature. In 
leak House, for example, the ma- 
chinery of the court of chancery is 
very prominent, and from the surface 
of the story there is much attack on 
its abuses. But in the essence of thé 
tale the result of a chancery suit rep- 
resents anything that may happen to 
a man outside his own life, anything 
that fills his imagination till it blinds 
him to the fact that ‘‘what he does is 
his kingdom.” Richard Carstone 
gives his young hopes to a dream of 
the great crowning of his life by for- 
tune through the ending of the suit. 
This draws him out of the true indi- 
vidual life of daily duty which is typ1- 
fied in Mr. Jarndyce of Bleak House, 
who so resolutely puts the law suitout 
of his life, and in Esther Summerson, 
who jingles cheerfully her housekeep- 
ing keys and is ready for each duty as 
it comes. In Thackeray’s novels one 
of the least cynical men kept the wise- 
acres of the clubs in awe and caused 
the worldly in their own conceit to 
to digest stories that set forth a 
standard of life which they might other- 
wise have refused to allow. With the 
‘advantage of more cultivated training 
than the genius of Dickens had receiv- 
ed, and aided by much study of Field- 
ing, Thackery constructed Vanity Fair 
in some degree upon the model of Tom 
Jones. Tom Jones was a picture of 
the social world, and at its two poles 
were Tom Jones and Blifil. The 
world of Thackeray’s Vanity Fair had 
at one pole Becky Sharp and her set, 
at the other pele Amelia and Major 
Dobbin. Some have called Major 
Dobbin a milksop. The type was 
strengthened, perhaps, in Major New- 
-¢eomb, whom none could despise. But 
it is curious to see how the cynicism 
once foundin Thackeray's novels served 
as a thin shell for the protection of the 
tenderness within—how it sheltered 
the form of a brave manhood with the 
uiltless innocence of childhood as the 
ner part of its strength, and the ten- 
der simplicity of atrue womanhood— 
reserving scorn or satire for all that 
was opposite to these.

De Quincy, visiting at Christopher 
North's house, never dined on any 
thing but a little mutton, boiled rice 
and milk, and coffee. Nevertheless, 
he daily gave audience to the cook, 
who received her instructions in silent 
awe, quite overpowered by his man- 
ner, for had he been addressing a 
duchess he could scarcely have spo- 
ken with more deference. He would 
couch his request in such terms as 
these: “Owing to dyspepsia afflict- 
ing my system, and the possibility of 
an additional disarrangement of the 
é6tomach taking place, consequences 
incalculably distressing would arise, 
so much so, indeed, as to increase ner- 
vous irritation, and prevent me from 
attending to matters of overwhelm- 
ing importance, if you do not remem- 
ber to cut the mutton in a diagonal 
rather than a longitudinal form.” 
The cook, a Scotchwoman, had great 
reverence for Mr. De Quincy as a man 
of genius; but after one of these inter- 
views her patience was partly well 
exhausted, and she would say, “Weel, 
T vever heard the like o’ that in a’ my 
duys; the bodie has an awfu’ sicht o’ 
words.” 

James Chase was a professed non- 
believer and had had a hard life bat- 
tle. His parents, dying, teft him 
when a boy to do for himself, and, 
after many ups and downs, when he 

assed away ata lonely ranch iu the 
lack Hills, the other day, he posséss- 
ed considerable money. When told 


that he had to die, he declared that. 


he would not, and, with the help. of 
those with him, got out of bed and 
. dressed himself, hoping in some mys- 
terious way to cheat death. e 
laughed ashe sat in his chair, and

would go off “with his boots on,” and

MacMahon’s .Manifesto to the | 


People. 


Lonpon, Sept. 18th.—-President 
MacMahon’s manifesto to electors 
points out that since his accession to 
power he has by appealing to moder- 
ate men of all parties, insured order 
at home and peace abroad. He has 
only resorted to afresh appeal to the 
country when this double blessing 
appeared to him to be com- 
promised. The manifesto declares 
that the question of form of govern- 
ment is beyond discussion. The Mar 
shal will cause the constitution to be 
respected. lections adverse to his 
policy would mean an aggravated con- 
flict and agitation prejudicial to all in- 
terests; while elections favorable to 
that policy would signify the re-estab- 
lishment of harmony. The manifesto 
concludes with an appeal to the coun- 
try to place its confidence in the Mar- 
shal as President. The Paris corres. 
pondent of ‘the Times’ gives further 

articulars of MacMahon’s manifesto. 

t is only preliminary, and will in fif- 
teen or twenty days be followed by a 
thorough programme, clearly stating 
the Marshal's intentions. The mani- 
festo says the dissolution was necessa- 


ry, because the elections of 1876 en- 


dangered the prosperity of the coun- 
try by subordinating the Government 
to the influence of a radical chief, and 
because this state of affairs was tend- 
ing to establish a despotism. The 
manifesto concludes: “You are told 
that I wish to overturn the republic. 
You will not believe it. What I ex- 
pect of vou is, that you will elect a 
Chamber which, rising above compe- 
tition of parties, will occupy itself 
with the moral grandeur and material 
prosperity of France, and wishes for 
tranquillity and peace. We assure her 
these benefits. You will listen to a 
soldier, belonging to no party, having 
no revolutionary no retrograde pas- 
sion, and who is only guided by 
the love of his country.” 

The Times’ correspondent is also as- 
sured that the manifesto contains the 
following sentence: “I cannot obey 
the injunctions of demagogues. I 
shall remain, and defend with the Sen- 
ate the great interests which have 
been intrusted to me.” The corres- 
pondent considers this expression so 
grave that he gives it under reserve. 


AN AUTHORITATIVE VERSION—MACMA- 
HON WILL HOLD THE FORT. 

Paris, Sept. 19th.—President Mac- 
Mahon’s manifesto to the French peo- 
ple is published. He says for the last 
four years he has maintained peace’ 
and the personal confidence with 
which he is honored by foreign sover- 
igns enables him to render France's 
relations with all powers more cordial. 
He points out how France has pros- 
pered, and says the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, throwing off the leadership of 


moderate men, at length forgot the’ 
share of authority belonging to ‘him, | 


and which he could not allow dimin- 
ished without involving the honor of 
his name before the people of France 
and before history. In his exercise of 
the right he dissolved the Chamber. 
His government will designate among 
candidates those who are authorized 
to make use of his name. Elections 
favorable to his policy will faciliate 
the regular corduct of the existing 
Government. Hostile elections would 
aggravate the conflict between the 
public powers us well as impede the 
progress of business and maintain 
agitation, and France, in the midst of 
these fresh complications. would be 
come for Europe an object of disgust. 
As for himself, his duty would in- 
crease with the danger. He could not 
obey the mandates of demagogues. 
He could neither becomc the instru- 
ment of radicalism nor abandon the 
post in which the constitution has 
placed him. He shall remain to de- 
fend the conservative interests wtih 
the support of the Senate, and shall 
energetically protect faithful public 
servants who at a difficult moment 
have not allowed themselves to be in- 
timidated by vain threats. He awaits 
with full confidence the . manifesta- 
tions of the people’s sentiments. 
With God's help they will give se- 
curity to France, and stability, order 
and peace. He asks the people to 
listen to a soldier, who is guided by 
nothing but love of country.

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How To keep Milch Cow -:. 


For years I have kept fatter cows 
and obtained more milk and butter 
for less money than any body else I 
know of. First—I sow peas brvad- 
cast, three pecks to a bushel per acre, 
in the month of May, harrowing them 
in after breaking the ground well; 
in September pull them up just when 
a few begin to dry, and make hay out 
of the vines and peas. I get 4,000 to 
5,000 pounds per acre of hay, that is 
eaten by horses and cattle as if it were 
the best clover. Pulling up is far pre- 
ferable to mowing. as cattle seem 
to like the roots better than the tops, 
and it is more nutrious. No manur- 
ing is necessary, and one acre.in sowed 

is worth six of fodder. Second-- 

recommend cooked cotton seed. I 
set two large stock kettles in a brick 
furnace (furnace costing three to four 
oer and with ten cents worth of 
wood, the kettles being covered when. 
boiling, can cook one hundred pounds 
of cotton seed at atime, to which is 
added, after, cooling, one bushel. of 
wheat bran,.to two of boiled seed. 
The year round I feed my milch cows 


on it twice a day cheaper than any- 


body can feed'them otherwise. I get 
at thirty cents per hundred 
pounds. J add alittle salt 


toh Br?

These are ‘Wétween the’: railroad ‘and | 
the Truckee.river—an irrigating .ditch ' 
which rung,in front of, the slaughter 
house, furnishes an abundance of pure’ 
running water for the use of cattle. 

The slaughter house is so constructed. 
as to allow a full-sized railroad car, 
called a refrigerator, to’ run’ into the 

building 80 that meat can be loaded 
from either’ side. The: floor of this 

car stands ona level with the floor of 
the slaughter-house, making thereby 
everything cénvenient, and insuring 
cleanliness in -loading the cars with 

meat. . -Thirty-five- neatly dressed 
cattle are moyed from the slaughter- 
house and are carefully hung up in the 
“‘refrigetator’ éar.”” This oar, with; 
its contents, is immediately forwarded 
to San Francisco, without disturbance 
of any. kind. The car is patented, and 
has been thoroughly and repeatedly 
tested in the Atlantic States, which 
leaves no doubt to its successful re- 

sults in landing the meat perfectly 
fresh and matured enough and es 
right for use. It is well to explain 
the nature of this “‘refrigerator car,” 
as most people think that meat in it is 
frozen, which is most decidedly not 
the case.. By the use of ice placed in 
a remote part of the car with the 
proper management of hot and cold 
air, the thermometer is reduced and 
kept at an average of, say, from forty 
to fifty degrees, Fahrenhelt, thus pro- 
ducing natural cold‘and and dry ir, 
notwithstanding the thermometer, on 
the out side of the car, may mark one 
hundred or over, The meats placed 
in that ¢ar will be warranted to keep 


fresh and perfectly sound for thirty

Stotkmen and Turfmen. 


Concerning a difference which shou'd 7 
never exist; read the following from‘ 
the Sacramento ‘correspondent of the 
San Francisco Post, who is-in attend- 
ance on: the State Fair: 


“Some antagonism seems to exist be- 
tween the stockmen and the officers of 
the State: Agricultural Society.. We 
hear one version of the disagreement, 
which comes direct from headquarters 
(i. e., from one of the leading officers 
of the Society), whieh is to the follow 
ing effect: The stockraisers waut all 
the premiums without sharing in any 
of the expense attending the exhibi- 
tion. In other words, while the turf- 
men, who’ pay large entrance fees, 
cheerfully pay ten per cent. of all pre- 
miums awarded by the Society back 
into the treasury, the stockmen refuse 
to do so, and while it remains one of 
the conditions of the Society they re- 
fuse to make entries. Anvther-reason, 
given in connection with the above, 
for the exhibit of cattle, etc., being 
light, was to the effect that stockrais- 
ers would deceive each other; that is, 
at a meeting of private conference the 
leading exhibitors would say they 
were not intending to enter any stock 
for premiums at the coming Fair, and 
with this agreement or understanding, 
the large majority would not bring their 
stock, while one or two who had the 
finest herds would come in for premi- 
ums, and, there being little or no com- 
petition, would, of course, carry off 
the prizes.’ 

The meeting of the stockraisers, to 
which the correspondent referred, was 
held last night and rescinded the un- 
wise resolutions passed by them a 
year ago; so that now all the hereto- 
fore antagonism has ceased to exist.

That Proposed Route.

The Hnterprise has this to say in re- 
gard to the routes which were approv- 
ed by the Virginia City and Umatilla 
railroad. The Survey was made in 
1875, and the map was filed in the 
Clerks office, Sept. 19th. 


There are two routes mapped out, 
one by way of the Ophir grade and 
the other by way of Louse creek and 
the Truckee river. The following 
certificate which is made on the map, 
however, shows the approval of the 
latter route: 

“The Louse creek reute. from Vir- 
ginia City to Reno, via Toll house, 
along Louse creek to Truckee river to 
& point.at or near Camp No. 37, on thie 
line‘of the Central Pacific railroad has 
been approved by the Virginia: City 
and Umatilla Railroad Company, and 
we certify the accompanying map and 
profile of said route to be correct. 

P. F. MonrHanpt, Secretary. 
“O. R. Jounson, President.” 


The map shows the distance to be 
80 miles. The starting point of the 
Louse creek route is at or near Cedar 
ravine, north of the city. From that 
point the survey'runs along the side 
ef the nrountain and near the Geiger 
grade to the toll-house. The grade is 
ascending and, at the heaviest place, 
105 feet to the mile; distance, five 
miles; elevation at the toll-house, 6,435 
feet. From the toll-house the route 
bears to the right, toward Louse creek 
and Long valley and to a point marked 
“C:” distance, five miles; heaviest as 
cending grade, 90 feet to the mile; 
elevation at “C,” 6,225 feet; total fall, 
225 feet. From point “C” to point 
“D,” on the Truckee and 24 miles out, 
steepest ascending grade, 106 feet to 
the mile; total fall, 2,014 feet; eleva- 
tion at “D,” 4,400 feet. 

The last run was mapped down along 
Louse creek and Longcanyon. From 
“D” the road passes up the Truckee, 
strikes the base of the mountain 25 


i miles out from this city, and thence 


runs by the cottonwood trees, crosses 
the Glendale road and thence over the 
meadows to Reno. 

T. L. Bibbins certifies, under oath, 
the map to be a true copy of the orig- 
inal and to have been made by him- 
self, and P. C. Rich certifies the sur- 
veying to be true and correct. The 
scale is 2,540 feet to the inch. Al- 
though not a topographical map, the 
main features of the country traversed 
are represented on it. 

The map also contains a profile of a 
second route, from on the Divide, by 
way of the Ophir grade, to Reno. The 
distance is the same as by the Louse 
creek route, thatis, 30 miles. It runs 
along the contour of the mountains 
southerly, then heads round to. near 
the toll house; distance, five miles; 
heaviest up grade, 92 feet to the mile; 
total raise, 432 feet; elevation at the 
toll house, 6,600 feet, approximately. 
From this point the route descends to 
the valley; steepest grade, 125 feet to 
the mile; total fall, 2,250 feet. Thence 
the run is easily made to Reno. This 
route contemplates a side track to 
Steamboat Springs and Brown’s,where 
connection can be made with Mackay 
& Fair's: flume.

Water Rights. 


We would respectfully call the at- 
tention of our farmers to the degree of 
intelligence which surrounds the above 
question. When sagebrush land was 
worth a mere song and the natural 
meadows was alone valuable, the rights 
of water privileges came in for slight 
discussion and, as a consequence, are 
poorly understood. Now, that new 
land is constantly coming into mar- 
ket which requires irrigation and an 
equal distribution of rights, these ques- 
tions must. be studied and settled. 
The new comer must be protected and 
encouraged, while his rights must not 
be allowed to injure others. The day 
is coming when these water privileges 
will be valuable and their extent must 
be determined. There is now some 
little conflict among varions interests, 
and circumstances promise greater 
trouble in. the future. A case now 
pending introduces the element of 
drainage into what is already a vexed 
question. This might have been fore- 
seen but has not been provided for 
and it would be good policy to settle 
the relative rights in the matter once 
for all. Drainage is as necessary to 
the lowlands as irrigation is for the 
highlands, and while the full benefits 
of the latter process must be maun- 
tained, overflowed lands must be re- 
lieved and preductions maintained. 
We are not attempting to enter into 
special merits of any case. That task 
is not. within our intent but we clearly 
foresee the importance whicn these 
matters are to assume, and counsel a 
speedy adjustment of many misunder- 
standings which now exist. To the 
farmer in Washoe county water right 
means homestead right and we are in 
a position to know that many rights 
have not been enforced, which may yet

The State Fair commenced to-day 
under more favorable auspices than 
ever attended any. previous opening. 
Even as early as last evening, the city 
was filled with strangers. here are 
now at the Fair grounds nearly one- 
third more of horses and cattle than 
were ever before gathered together in 
the State. 

The season has been more than a 
usually prosperous one throughout the 
Sacramento Valley. The higher lands 
have produced fairly, while the rich 
low lands have been made to contrib- 
ute bountifully. The staple: crop, 
wheat, commands high prices and’ the 
fruit crop finds a, ready market at 
good prices, and as a consequence the 
people of the northern portion of the 
State are in easy circumstance. — 

The price of wheat, goes up’ slowly 
and the article does not go rapidly 
forward to market. Only the small 
growers whoare in poor circumstances 
care to sell. The greater: portion of 
the crop is held back for higher prices. 

In Butte and Colusa counties the 
entire cost of producing a crop of 
wheat is from $6 to $7 50 per acre, 
the price being cheapest for the larg- 
est tracts. cultivated. In the light 
land region up the San Joaquin valley 
the cost is about $5 an acre. But 
wheat raising pays much better in the 
first named region than in the last, for 
in Colusa and Butte the average per 
acre 18 greater and farmers ‘are sure- 
of some crop each year, while in the 
Stanislaus and Merced county they 
cannot count upon more than three 
crops 1n ffve years,

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Brutal Murder. 


An, Innocent Man Bet Upen by Two 
Midnight Assassins and Fatally 
 ‘Beaten—Two Men Arrest-_ 

ed on Suspicion. 

Tuesday morning considerable excite- 
ment was created among our citizens 
by the announcement that’a Swiss 
had been fatally beaten by unknown 
parties, near the hour of midnight last 
night. All sorts of rumors were 
afloat. The man was unconscious and 
“no one for a time seemed to know 
anything reliable about the mysteri- 
ous and brutal assault. After many 
inquiries, a visit to the death bed of 
the unfortunate man and the spot 
where the murderers did their hellish 
work, we obtained the following facts 
of the assault committed: 

For two weeks ora month past a 
young man of some 26 years, named 
Galli Lucio, a native of Switzerland, 
has been stopping in Reno. Previous 
to his coming to this place he was em- 
ployed at Mackay & Fair’s as a wocd 
chepper. He was known as a peace- 
able, hard working man, but is pre- 
~ gumed to have had little or no money. 
Monday night he was knocking about 
town and was last seen in the Italian 
saloon on Virginia street, above Sec- 
ond. About Il: o'clock he took a 
drink with two friends and walked 
out, saying as he did so tothe bar 
tender: ‘‘Charge the three bits to 
me.” The bar keeper says that Galli 
was not in the least intoxicated. 
Shortly after the fire bell rang a lady 
who resides at the foot of Front street, 
and who had not retired after the fire 
alarm, saw two men commit a deadly 
assault upon a man who turns out to 


be the young man, Galli Lucio. She} 


was greatly frightened but was com- 
pelled, as it were, to become the pained 
spectator of a most brutal murder. 
She says that at every blow the poor 
fellow groaned most piteously. One 
brute left Galli, probably thinking he 
would die in a few minutes. The 
other murderer remained a short time 
longer, employing himself beating 
Galli. About four o'clock Tuesday 
morning, as Jim Chambers’ was 
returning home, he _ heard Galli 
groaning, and at first thought the 
groans were produced by a drunken 
Indian, but a nearer approach satisfied 
_ him that they proceeded from a man 
who had been foully dealt with. 
~ Stepping into his house he procurred 
a light, and went to the place where 
the man lay. There he met a sight 
which he says he can never forget. 
- The dying man’s face was covered 
with blood and dust, while he lay 
moaning from his injuries, but evi- 
dently unconscious. Chambers ob- 
tained assistance, and had Galli taken 
to Ward’s undertaking rooms on Vir- 
ginia street, where his wounds receiv- 
~ed attention from Dr. Hogan. At 
half-past ten o’clock Tuesday morning 
Galli was dead. The Coroner’s in- 


quest was held Wednesday forenoon. | 


Two men, Italians, and former part- 
ners of Lucio, were arrested on sus- 
On the person of one of these 
men between $40 and $50 were found. 
Sheriff Lamb went to Steamboat Tues- 
day afternoon to arrest a third party. 
Galli had no relatives in this county 
except a cousin.

In our statement of the water case, 
i. e. J. Blaisdel et al vs. Stephens and 
Sessions, it appears that ovr informant 
was partly correct, yet somewhat in 
error as the case is only decided in 
part. ‘To the jury were submitted 22 
questons to which they. returned af- 
firmative or negative answers, except 
in a few cases where the answer was 
“We disagree vr do not know.” Upon 
the finding in reference to these ques- 
tions and also upon the question of 
perpetual injunction, i. e. the prayer 
of plaintiffs that defendants be re- 
strained from allowing the drainage, a 
surplus water used in the irrigation of 
their respective ranches, to run in fu- 
ture upon the ranches of defendants, 
and also certain other points of law, 
one of which is whether one farmer is 
bound in law to prevent the drainage 


from his farm from running onto the 


farm of another, are yet to be decided 
by the Court. The plaintiffs also sued 
for damages amounting to over $2,000. 
The verdict of the jury was “We, the 
jury, in the above entitled action do 
render a verdict in favor of the defend- 
ants and assess their damages at $50, 
U.S. gold coin. 

Thus it will be seen that this im- 
portant case and the questions involved 
therein are virtually not decided and 
if either party may thus far claim an 
advantage, it lies with the defendants. 
The questions at issue are of great im- 
portance to our farmers and hence the

outlook is anything but pleasant for 
him. Since the Franco-Prussian war 
France has enjoyed unexampled pros: 
perity, but she has never yet proven 
that her people were ready for a lib- 
eral republicam form of government, 
The traditional Empire with its expen- 
sive court and showy life has great at- 
tractions for the Parisian, .and. there 
has never been a time of prosperity to 
France without a new birth of this eld 
feelitg. In times of common peril 
the gallant Frenchman wilt ‘command 
the world’s admiration by his bravery, | 
band cover himself with the stars and 
orders of a glorious career, but in time 
of peace there ia no excitement. suited 
to the habits which conquest and, gal- 
In war 
he will obey ‘his leader to the cannon’s 
mouth, and die with La Belle France 
upon his lips, but. in peaceful 
days he is ever anxious, for war and 
will repudiate a life-of usefulness for 
an incautious expression. This fickle 
tendency has rendered every attempt 
at popular government insecure in| 
France, and it was natural to predict | 
a downfall of the present Republic. 
Marshall MacMahon has, however, met 
with more intelligent opposition than 
he expected, and it may easily happen 
tnat his present false position. may 
work many good results. 

The exact status of affairs can hard- 
ly be understood without Tetérence to 
his advisers and supporters, | but it 
may readily be said that MacMahon 
remembers too well the . power of 
French soldiers, and is: too. quick to 
use it. The coup detat has too many 
attractions fur him, and the ‘spirit of 
Re ul lican institutions too few ; hence 
one of two results will grow naturally 
out of the present position. — Either 
France will once more,’confess that 
she is not capable of a Government:by 
the people, or she will take-a great 
step forward, towards that stability 
and dignity which she ‘has always 
lacked.

A .Dapginc Rosspery.—A daring 
and well executed robbery was perpe- 
trated on the Union Pacific Railroad, 
in Nebraska, September 18th.

| Phe Battleof Big Hole.” 
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A Chicago date.of Sept. 20th, says: 
General Sheridan. is in receipt of 
official report of the battle of Big 
Hole, Montana, August 9th, and op- 
erations in that district preceding 
the battle. Colonel Gibbons reflects 
severely on the inhabitants of Mon- 
tana, who sustained the murderous 
Nez Perces by trading off provisions 
for stock stolen by them from whites, 
and thus -prolonging their flight and 
adding to the danger of pursuit. The 
best estimate of their strength gave 
them 260 warriorsarmedand equipped. 
By forced marches Gibbons came up 
with the hostiles with a command of 
17 officers, 232 men and 34 citizens. 
The attack was made late in the night, 
the Indians being completely surprised ; 
but they immediately sought the 
bushes for shelter and poured their 
volleys into the troops as the latter 
came into thé open ‘ground, and did 
considerable execution. However, in 
twenty minutes the whole camp. 
was in possession of the troops, the 
Indians being driven out. Still they 
shot with deadly efiect at long range. 
By chance of base shelter was obtain- 
ed and retaliatory firing wascommenc- 
ed with equal destruction of Indians 
life. The Indians in the meantime 
had captured the howitzer, which was 
coming on under escort on mule back. 
The privates who were with it fled, 
leaving the officers to the unequal 
fight. During the day various strate- 
gies were employed; but it was Il 
o'clock at night before the Indians 
finally. withdrew. On the 11th the 
deal were buried. General Howard 
came up that day, but too late to be of 
assistance. The whites lost 29 killed 
and 40 wounded. Eighty-three dead 
Indians were found in the field.
